I. M. Wood, 65, well-known farmer 
and retired Baptist minister, was 
shot and fatally wounded last night 
by an unidentified man who knocked 
on the front dotr of the Wood home 
15 miles from here in the Beulah 
section of Hancock county. 

Mrs. Wood told officers, her hus- 
band died shortly after telling her he 
had been shot by a negro. The full 
load of a: shotgun took effect in Mr. 
Wood's abdomen. 

Sheriff James M. Jackson returned 
to his home early tonight and said 
he had made no arrests in the case. 
He said bloodhounds. had failed to 
be of much assistance and that he 
could give no motive for the crime. 

“Mr. Wood was well thought of in 
this community,” the officer said. 
“He had not been active in ministry 
for several years.” 

Mrs. Wood did not know who shot 
her husband. She said he did not 
identify his assailant, but merely said 
it was a negro. Sheriff Jackson said 
there was a possibility that Mr. Wood 
was mistaken in the color of the 
criminal as the victim was shot as 
he opened the door and on account 
of darkness on the porch where the 
shooting occurred.

MADRID, Dec. 14.—(UP)—Gen- 
eral strikes which threatened to 
paralyze industry throughout the 
country were called by labor leaders 
tonight, effective in the morning. 

Strikes were called at several major 
cities, including Madrid, Barcelona, 
Bilbao and Santander and others were 
feared. The socialists were reported 
to have ordered a general strike ev- 
erywhere that their organization had 
unions. 

The action came on the heels of 
an abortive revolt at Jaca, in north- 
ern Spain, suppressed by government 
troops after a sharp, brief battle yes- 
terday. 

The captains general of all mili- 
tary regions have been authorized to 
declare martial law whenever they 
deem it necessary. Martial law al- 
ready has been proclaimed in the Ara- 
gon region, to the north, scene of the 
week-end revolt, 

The government was informed that 
a union had been effected among the 
communists, syndicalists or labor 
unions, and the republicans, to at- 
tempt to overthrow the monarchy and 
depose King Alfonso XIII. 

The administration, headed by Pre- 
mier Damaso Berenguer, believed, 
however, that the plot had been dis- 
covered just in time. Anti-monarch- 
ist leaders, including Alcala Zamora, 
former war minister and republican- 
ist, were arrested in a sweeping 
round-up in the past 24 hours. 

The cabinet held its fourth urgent 
meeting within tbree days tonight. At 
the conclusion the customary com- 
munique was not issued, but the gov- 
ernment promised to issue a statement 
later. The session lasted three hours, 
ending at 10 p. m. 

The United Press learned the war 
department polled the military regions 
and that all the captains general as- 
sured the government of the loyalty 
of their garrisons. They said they 
were in readiness to subdue any revo- 
lutionary uprisings.

ADIUDGED SUICIDE

A bill to authorize the holding of a 
constitutional convention in Georgia, 
to be made up on the basis of one 
delegates to every 50,000 inhabitants, 
or fraction thereof, has been drawn 
up by Representative-elect Henry A. 
Beaman, of DeKalb county, and will 
be introduced by him at the session of 
the new legislature which convenes 
on the fourth Wednesday of next 
June. 

Under the provisions of the bill the 
election districts would conform to the 
lines of the present 51 state senato- 
rial districts, and the election would 
be held in the same manner and at 
the same places as elections for mem- 
bers of the general assembly are now 
held. 

Representative Beaman anticipates 
that undoubtedly there will be lengthy 
discussion of the bill when it reaches 
the floor of the house, and, probably 
major changes made before it comes 
up for a final vote. 

“I have prepared this bill after 
many consultations with leading con- 
stitutional lawyers in the state,” said

HEROIC ORCHESTRA 
PLAYED CALMLY ON 


Three Known Dead, 29 


Believed Lost, Out of 135 
Passengers on Fatal 
Vessel. 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla., Dec. 14.— 
(?)—Heroic rescues accounted tonight 
for 103 of 135 persons who went te 
view the sea bottoms today in the 
Eureka II, which burned and sank 
following an explosion off Bug light, 
15 miles south of here. 

Three were known dead, their 
bodies recovered by rescue boats 
which snatched the survivors from 
almost certain death in the waters: 
where they plunged to escape the 
flames. 

Twenty-nine others were unaccount- 
ed for and believed drowned. Vessels 
continued to ply the océan surround- 
ing the wreck and hope was held that 
many of the missing might be picked 
up from the waves. 

The yacht, Lois Ann, owned by P. 
W. Miller, retired grocery executive 
of Cincinnati, landed 66 of the sur- 
vivors. Miller said his guests and crew 
“worked like troopers pulling . men, 
women and children from the wreck- 
age.” . The yacht, only 64 feet long, 


also brought two bodies. 


Survivors told graphic tales of the

Tiny fishing boats and luxurious 
yachts of winter résidents here were 
thrown to the assistance of the ship- 
wrecked passengers as they flounder- 
ed about wreckage filled. waters. 

Boat after boat was loaded to ca- 
pacity with the survivors,

few minutes before had gazed at the 
submarine marvels of the marine gar- 
dens joined in a panic that swept the 
Eureka II from prow to stern as the 
fire was discovered. 

The vessel was returning to Miami 
when an engineer discovered smoke 
pouring frong the engine room.

Panic-stricken passengers rushed — 
from one end of the craft to the 
other, crying futilely for lifeboats. 
None was on the boat. 

Life preservers were torn from 
their hangings, the survivors related 
here, and hastily donned as the flames 
gained headway. 

The passengers jumped from the 
two decks of the Eureka II into 10 
feet of water. All were said to have 
worn preservers, 

moment later with the vessel 
free of its human cargo, two other 
explosions sounded and in a few min- 
utes the Eureka II burned to the 
water's edge. 

Near-by pleasure craft were rushed 
to the assistance of the shipwrecked 

ssengers. The Dorothea, owned by

vivors, 

Later the yacht Lois Ann arrived 
on the scene and baought 66 to safety. 

Before they were picked up many 
of the passengers gave their attention 
to the safety of children.

THE FIREMAN SHOULD STICK 
TO HIS FIRE. 


Speaking of the resuscitation of the 
newborn, Professor Yandell Hender- 
son says: “It is really rather 
ludicrous that all over the country to- 
day, a doctor who has on his hands a 
non-breathing new-born child has no 
better recourse than to telephone the 
fire department and to have a rescue 
crew come clanging up to the gloor. 
Is it not time that the hospitals, 
through their ambulances, and the 
health departments, by renting or 
loaning inhalators to obstetricians and 
midwives, should take over this serv- 
ice?” 

And the distinguished authority on 
resuscitation hasnt told the half of 
it, I can testify. There are a lot of 
doctors in the country today, some of 
them very important men in their 
own estimation, who simply do not 
know how to resuscitate anybody. 
Such doctors are the ones who 80 
gladly pass the responsibility in these 
emergencies to the fire department, 
the police, or to anybody who is ready 
to rush into the picture. 


A medical man who takes more 
than the usual small pride in his “ex- 
perience” naively described how he 
had tried letting his engine idle while 
warming up in his small garage one 
cold morning with the garage closed, 
and by George he just managed to 
get to the open air and that was all! 
As a matter of fact the doctor had 
not done any such foolish experiment 
at all—he had been slightly gassed 
with carbon monoxide, and that nar- 
row escape taught him the danger.

It is particularly 
essential in the institution of breath- 
ing in the newborn. It is probably the 
explanation for the beneficial results 
of mouth to mouth insufflation in es- 
tablishing respiration in the newborn. 
The expired air contains 4 to 5 per 
cent of carbon dioxide. 

Such inhalators should be_ kept 
available whereyer it is likely that 
there may be victims of drowning, 
gassing, smoke asphyxiation or poison- 
ing to resuscitate. Some communities 
still have those antiquated and dan- 
gerous lung motors or breathing ma- 
chines, which in the name of human- 
ity should be junked and replaced by 
inhalators. 

The breathing of an atmosphere of 
Oxygen with 7 per cent carbon diox- 
| ide helps the victim of monoxide as- 
'phyxiation to blow off or eliminate 
from the lungs the poison. So it is 
excellent treatment, even where breath- 
ing has has not actually ceased. 
Anyhow, it is a disgrace to the pro- 
fessional standard of the local medical 
faculty when these cases are turned 
over to the well meaning but crude 
efforts of firemen. A_ hospital that 
has to call in firemen to render first 
aid is & poor excuse. ~

‘Gabriel’ of Green Pastures, Prize 
Play, Given Long Harlem Funeral

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—(4)—In 
Harlem, where they refer to the 1930 
Pulitzer prize play not by its title 
but simply as “The Company,” fu- 
neral services were conducted today 
for the big, genial black man whose 
own people months ago dropped his 
real name and called him. after the 
role he played, “Gabriel.” 

More than 1,000 persons filled the 
pews and packed the aisles of one ot 
the negro section’s largest churches, 
where for two hours and a half 
eculogies were read, hymns were sung 
and rituals intoned over the body of 
Charles Wesley Hill, the “Angel Gab- 
riel” of “Green Pastures,” Mare Con- 
nelly’s drama of the negro’s concep- 
tion of heaven. Hill was killed by 
a taxicab Wednesday. 

The man who plays the role of 
Jehovah in “Green Pastures,” Rich- 
ard B. Harrison—looking somehow 
shrunken and much older today than 
he did a few months ago across the 
floodlights—read tenderly and in a 
voice, that sometimes broke with 
grief a tribute to “God's right hand 
man,” who helped to create a Broad- 
way success by ushering him onto the 
stage of the Mansfield theater with a 
joyous, stentorian command: 

“Gangway! Gangway for he Lawd 
God Jehovah!” , 

Daniel L. Haynes, one of the best 
known actors of his race and the 
“Adam” of ‘the play, was master of 
ceremonies and at the end of the long 


it was a strange, stirring mixture of 
primitive @émotion, naivete and love 
of color and° ceremony with the re- 
serve of an older, northern people. 

There were long and fiery orations, 
two Masonic rituals, with uniforms, 
swords and incense and a sort of 
childlike expression of satisfaction 
over the success of their own “Gab- 
riel” in a drama with an all-negro 
cast. 

The whole-service was conducted in 
terms of “Green Pastures.” Hill was 
never mentioned by any name other 
than “Gabriel” except in the formal, 
ritualistic ceremonies. 

Two large choirs—the white-robed 
choir of the chureh and the choir that 
nines the spirituals im the play— 
leading the huge audience, every man, 
woman and child of which could ap- 
parently sing, again and again filled 
the auditorjmm with the mélodies of 
the old hymns, “Lead, Kindly Light.” 
} “Abide With Me,” “Nearer, My God, 
to Thee.” And while white members 
of the audience sat with rapt expres- 
sions on their faces, negroes here anid 
there would utter wild, piercing 
screams. 

But more moving than all was the 
brief and broken tribute of Harri- 
son, “The Lawd God Hisself,” to 
“His right hand man.” 

“No one could ever be angry with 
‘Gabe’ very long,” he said. “After 
all, he just fingered his trumpet in 
the play—he never did blow it. No 
one in the theater was more liked

squatting while drums led them in 
singing to a rather jolly tune, a song 
in which they vowed that they would 
not pay a penny in taxation. 
Throughout this region the passive 
revolt has enlisted virtually the whole 
population. In towns and villages 
alike, every man, save a+few Mo- 
hammedans, wear the Gandhi cap. 
There are reasons which explains why 
this part of India marches in the 
van. It is a country of peasant own- 
ers. The black soil is fertile. But at 
the ruinous prices of today it is not

| Africa. who will send home as much

These yeomen stand far above the

south Africa, and for ten years his 
movement has been at work among 
them here.

Another is raising the hill-tribe abo- 
riginals in the social scale. A third 
teaches weaving, and conducts a dis- 
pensary. 

From all, in the Bardoli district, 
volunteers went into the villages, 
preaching the gospel that freedom can 
be won by non-violence, teaching the 
women to revive the half-forgotten art 
'of spinning, and organizing a boycott 
‘of the government's liquor shops. 

Whatever one may think of the use 
| of alcohol in a temperate climate it is 
'a deadly indulgence for a simple pop- 
| ulation in the tropics. It is forbidden, 
| moreover, by both the great religions 
| of India. and Mr. Gandhi is interpret- 
_ing the better mind of his race in his 
stubborn campaign against it. 
| Bardoli was the pioneer, of tax-re- 
| sistance in India. It is the practice 
‘to revise the assessments of the land- 

tax every 30 vears, and in 1928 that 
‘ef the Bardoli district was raised by 
30 per cent. Encouraged by Mr. 


‘Gandhi the peasants locked themselves | 
into their cottages and kept up an un- | 
flinching passive resistance. 


In the 


‘end the government admitted that its 


officials had erred, and a settlement 


was reached which restored the con- 


fiscated fields and levied an increase 


of only 6 per cent. 


economic; today it is frankly politi- 
cal. Gandhi, after this victory, be- 
came the idol of these peasants, and 
when in May they heard of his ar- 
vest, they vowed that they would pay 
no taxes until he was released. 


Then began one of the strangest 
migrations in history. One after an- 
other, acting with a unanimity of 
which only Indians with their right 
caste-organization are capable, these 
villages packed their belongings into 
their bullock-carts and drove them 
across the border into the independent 
Indian state of Baroda. A few even 
burned the rice crop, which they were 
too late to remove. 

I visited’one of their camps. The 
have built temporary shelters wit 
matting for walls and palm leaves or 
sacking for a roof. The rains are 
over; they will suffer no grave hard- 
ship till May. But they are crowded 
together with their beloved cattle, and 
packed in the narrow space are the 
great jars in which they store their 
rice, all their household goods, clocks 
and churns, chests and beds, shining 
pots of brass, here a plough, there a 
picture of the gods, and everywhere, 
at intervals, the presiding genius of 
this camp, a photograph of Mahatma 
Gandhi. 


Various Reasons. 


I asked a big group of them why 
they had left their homes. The wom- 
en gave the promptest answer: “Be- 
cause Mahatmaji is in prison.” The 
men were still conscious of an eco- 
nomic grievance: “Farming does not 
pay and the tax is unjust.” One or 
two said: “To win swaraj” (self-gov- 
ernment.)

I spent two memorable days touring 


the deserted villages with the chair- 
man of the congress organization of 
Surat. We passed row after row 
of padlocked cottages, and through the 
bars of the: windows one could see 
only empty rooms. The streets were 
Silent Jakes of sunlight. Nothing 
moved, until a monkey swung himself 
over a roof. 

To some of these villages, however, 
a few of the men returned to work in 
the fields, while their families and 
go remained in Baroda. Some of 
the complained of the terrorism of 
the police. It was not hard to be- 
lieve, for I had seen something of 
their ways myself, 

As our car was leaving one of these 
abandoned villages a policeman arm- 
ed with a rifle and fixed bayonet or- 
dered us to stop.

Improvement in the dairy business 


paround Atlanta, both in the pasteur- 


ized plants and the natural milk 
dairy farms is calling the attention 
of leaders from all parts of the coun- 


try, and about every week now some 
large milk producer or dairy expert 
is in Atlanta looking over_the model 
plants and dairy farms located near 
here, ’ 

One of the most prominent dairy 
farms of this section that is attracting 
a great deal of attention is owned by 
W. O. Pierce in DeKalb county, Io- 
cated a little northwest of Chamblee. 
Mr. Pierce has a fine herd of 300 
cows, and milks over 200 at this time. 

Mr. Pierce has two dairies, but both 
are on the one farm. The reason for 
this is, one is a Grade A natural milk 
dairy, and is a fine, large, light-colored 
brick barn built in the form of a T; 
and the cows milked here are well 
fed and act like aristocrats. 

The other dairy is approached over 
beautiful driveways, and the visitor 
has the impression of entering the 
yard of a fine country*home. This is 
the certified dairy, where the milk is 
especially recommended for children 
and infants. 

This certified milk dairy is inspect- 
ed every few days by the various medi- 
cal associations and blood tests from 
the cows frequently taken. This 
means the cows producing this certi- 
fiel milk are cows that are certified 
to be in the best of nealth, and their 
milk as pure and rich as a healthy 
cow can produce, 

The milk, as it comes from the cow, 
which has been washed just before 
it is milked by a uniformed white 
man, is first weighed, and then strain- 
ed into an ice-cooled container, and in 
about two minutes after it is milked 
the temperature is run . down to 
around 40 degrees. It is then bottled 
by an automatic bottling machine, 
capped and then double capped, and 
put into a large ice-cooled room. This 
means that less than five minutes 
after the milk leaves the cow, it is 
in the clean, sterilized bottles, in large 
crates and in the cooler ready with- 
out being exposed a minute in the 
operation, 

In Mr. Pierce’s barns, or any other 
member of the Georgia Pure Milk 
League, there is no dust, nor any 
flies, and the reason for this is that 
the barns and cows are washed twice 
a day before milking, by high pres- 
sure water, and no dust can accumu- 
late nor any insects get a start where 
clean deep well water under high 
pressure is used as freely as they use 
water. 

In the delivery of the milk to the 
customer, and Mr. Pierce has 1,800 of 
them on the North Side of Atlanta, 
he has a system that is hard to im- 
prove upon. The first seven of his 
trucks get away between 4 and 5 
o'clock every morning, and the eighth 
truck, which is a big supply truck, 
meets all the rest at different street

BUSINESS RECOVERY 
SEEN FOR NEXT YEAR 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 14.—() 
Colonel Leonard P. Ayres, vice presi- 
dent of the Cleveland Trust Company, 
in an analysis of 1931 business pros- 
pects, issued today, expresses the be- 
lief that next year willbe a period of 
slow business recovery. 


“It now seems likely,” he said, “that | 
business recovery will begin as a com- | 
bination of many minor improvements, | 


and that it will be accompanied * by 
the developments that normally occur 
in such a period. These shonld in- 
clude rising trends for short-term ih- 
terest rates, bond prices, and stock 
prices, and advances before the end of 
the year in wholesale prices and in- 
dustrial employment. 

“Some increases over 1930 seem 
prolable in building constructien, iron 
and steel output. and the production 
of automobiles. The average levels for 
industrial wages, the cost of living, 
and the cost of building will probably 
b+ lo -er for 1931 than for 1930. 

“Tacreases are probable in our ex- 
port and import trade, the net profits 
of railroads and utilities, and, unfor- 
tunately, in the total number of in- 
solvencies.” ; 

The history of business cycles tor 
a great many years, he said, ‘has veen 
an irregular progression through the 
phases of prosperity, decline, depres- 
sion. recovery, and back to porsvesity. 

The eountry at present, he said, 
well along in depression and he om 
pressed the opinion that evidences of 
the beginning of recovery will be ap- 
parent in the spring.

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NUMBER OF MERGERS 
DECLINES DURING ‘30 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—M)— 
Indications ‘of a decline in the num- 
ber of acquisitions, consolidations and 
mergers of business institutions dur- 
ing the last fiscal year, as compared 
with the previous one, were seen to- 
day by. the federal trade commission. 


In its annual report to congress 
the commission said although no of- 


ficial record had been kept, “observa- 
tion of activity along this line has 
indicated a general letup since the 
depression of November, 1929.” 

The commission, however, actively 
pursued its inquiry into the affairs of 
utility companies, some of which rep- 
resented grouping of scores of power 

| producing companies. The American 
|Gas & Electric Company, the Elec- 
tric Bond & Share Company, the 
American Power & Light Company, 
the National Power & Light Com- 
pany and the W. B. Foshay Company 
were among those to face inyestiga: 
tion. 

The commission found the scope of 
its work increasing with the growth 
of interstate movement of electric en- 
ergy. A total of 14,500,000,000 kilo- 
watt hours of electric energy moved 
outward’ over state boundaries in 
1929. 

During 1929 exporters dndiatiod 

under the export trade act, common- 
ly known as the Webb-Pomerene act, 
sent out of the commtry goods amount- 
ing to $724,100,000. The figure com- 
pared with $476,200,000 exported in 
-1928 and $371,500,000 in 1927. 
Cease and desist orders were issued 
ragainst 48 companies charged with 
various unfair methods of competition, 
particularly fraudulent advertising. A 
record number of 270 stipulations was 
voluntarily entered into by companies 
agreeing to desist from unfair busi- 
ness practices. Jurisdiction over 
fraudulent advertising broadcast over 
the radio was added to the commis- 
sion’s functions, 

American businessmen indicated 
their willingness to “play ball” with 
the public by co-operating in 57 trade 
practice conferences held under com- 
mission procedure. This was nearly 
double the number for the previous 
year. 

“Results to the public from trade- 
practice conferences have proven in- 
caleulable in the form. of voluntary 
elimination of methods of unfair com- 
petition which probably otherwise 
would remain undiscovered and in 
use,” the commission reported, add- 


ing: 

“Results to industries . . . are 
shown by a generally recognized and 
clearly marked trend toward the use 
of high standards of business conduct 
superinduced largely through the co- 
operative natyre of the trade-prac- 
tice conference bringing into closer 
relationship industries and the com- 
mission,” 

Comparative merits ‘of chain and 
independent stores were studied by 
the commission. Investigations of 
peanuts and cottonseed prices. were 
begun in the sout 

An investigation was completed on 
Canadian-American price fixing agree- 
ments in newsprint paper.
